Sadly  the  report  indicates  that 
five  and  one-half  per  cent  have  no 
regular  observance  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  five  per  cent  never  ob 
serve  it,  and  in  eighteen  per  cent 
there  is  nothing  said  publicly  about 
whom  should  be  Invited.  The  com¬ 
mittee  also  foaind  that  one-half  of 
one  per  cent  of  the  churches  prac¬ 
tice  open  church  membership. 

The  question  was  asked  on  how 
often  pastors  preached  on  t  h  e  j 
Lord’s  Supper  The  replies  indi¬ 
cate  that  sixty  per  eent  preach  oa 
k  once  a  year;  ten  per  eent,  twice 
a  year;  twenty  per  eent  on  the 
occasion  of  the  observance;  and 
ten  per  cent,  never.  It  was  also 
found  that  there  was  an  average 
of  owe  sermon  per  church  per  I 
year  on  baptism. 

In  reply  to  the  question  of  how  , 
to  safeguard  the  doctrinal  purity 
and  denominational  integrity  of 
Southern  Baptists,  Dr.  Gardner 
summarised  the  answers  as  “Re 
frain  from  ordaining  any  candi  ! 
date  to  the  ministry  who  cannot 
whole  heartedly  subscribe  to  all  of 
our  New  Testament  Baptist  doc¬ 
trines  and  practices,  do  more  ex 
pository  and  doctrinal  preaching.  I 
observe  a  Baptist  doctrine  week 
every  year,  maintain  a  class  in 
New  Testament  Baptist  doctrines 
far  all  new  members,  encourage 
more  doctrinal  lessons  and  p  r  o- 
grams  In  Sunday  school  and  Train¬ 
ing  Union  quarterlies,  select  men 
and  women  for  all  church  organi¬ 
sations  who  are  doctrinally  sound, 
enlist  all  members  in  Training  Un¬ 
ion  and  Sunday  School,  and  teach 
the  Word  and  practice  New  Tes¬ 
tament  principles  and  ideals. " 

He  concluded,  “The  Southern 
Baptist  convention,  enlted  In  spi¬ 
rit.

BLIND  GIRLS'  HOME  IN  CHINA— Mrs.  T.  C.  Lowrey  sends 
a  copy  of  the  annual  report  of  the  Mo  Kwong  Home  for  Blind  Girls 
to  China.  Here  are  excerpts  from  the  report: 

“As  to  the  situation  in  Chins  we  are  stifl  unable  to  get  funds 
to  our  blind  girls  in  Oenton,  so,  for  the  present,  we  are  investing 
whot  funds  we  can,  as  was  suggested  by  Miss  Dodson,  against  the 
day  when  the  way  may  open  up  for  us  to  resume  our  work  and 
carry  it  on  in  a  greater  way,  if  God  wills. 

“It  has  been  our  idea  from  the  start  that  this  work  for  blind 
girls  shall  be  perpetuated  until  the  Second  Coming  of  the  Lord — 
that  Mo  Kwong  Home  shell  be  a  Christian  home,  where  these  girls 
may  be  saved  not  only  from  the  awful  fate  that  seemed  to  await 
them  en  earth,  but  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and  to  happy, 
useful  Christian  lives — not  just  an  eleemosynary  Institution,  but 
an  evangelistic  one,  as  well  as  a  permanent  Christian  home.1* 

This  school  has  received  limited  support  through  the  Lottie 
Moou  Christmas  offering.  However  the  major  support  through  the 
years  has  been  by  Blue  Mountain  College  students  and  alumnae.
